Driaadiut. Cnnrin^ then, your patec- 
ml forg^eness for my presumption, I 
cnly ri^ed atjt^e possibility of your 
■TOituring yourself amongst a body of 
critics, to whom, in the capacsfcy of akil- 
fiil antiquaiies, the investigation of tnidi 
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is an espedal duty, and who may there- 
fore Tiwt with the more severe censure 
those aberrations, which it is so often your 
pleasure, to make from the path of true 
history. 

Au^or. I understand you. You mean 
to say these learned pers<»is will have but 
little toleration for a romance, or a ficti- 
tious narrative, founded upon history ? 

JOriaadugt. Why, sir, I do rather ap- 
prehend, that their respect for the found- 
ation will be such, that they may be apt 
to quarrel with the inconsistent nature of 
the superstructure ; just as every classical 
traveller pours forth expresnons of sor- 
row and indignation, when, in travelling 
through Greece, he chances to see a Turk- 
ish kiosk rising on the ruins of an an- 
cient temple. 

Author. But since we cannot rebuild 
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the temple, a kiosk may be a pretty thing, 
may it not ? !Nbt quite correct in archi- 
tecture, sMctly and dasncally criticized ; 
but presenting something uncommon to 
the eye, and something fiintastic to the 
irna^natiun, on'which the spectator gazes 
with pleasure of the same description 
which arises from the perusal of an East- 
ern tale. 

Driaadtut. I am unable to dispute with 
you in metaphor, sir ; but I miist say, in 
discharge of my conscience, that you stand 
much censured for adulterating the pure 
sources of historical knowledge. You ap- 
proach them, men say, like the drunken 
yeoman, who, once upon a time, polluted 
the crystal spring which supplied the thirst 
of his family, with a score of sugar loaves 
and a hogshead of nim ; and thereby con- 
verted a simple and wholesome beverage 
into a stupefying, brutefying, and intoxi- 
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cataing fluid ;.sveeter, indeed, to the tast^, 
than the natural lymph, but, for that very 
reason, more seductively dangerous. 

AuAor. I allow your metaphor. Doc- 
tor ; but yet, though good punch cannot 
supply die want of spring-water, it is, 
when modestly used, no m^um tnie; and 
I should have thought it a shabby thing 
of the parson of the parish, had he helped 
to drink out the well on Saturday night, 
and preached agunst the honest hospita- 
ble yeoman on Sunday morning. I should 
have abswered to lam, that the very &b^ 
vour ci the liquor should have put him 
at once upon iiis guard ; and that; if he 
had taken a drop over much, he ought to 
blame his own imprudence more than the 
hos[dtality of his entertainer. 

Driatdiut. I prc^ss I do not exacdy 
see how this applies. 

Author, No; you are one of those nu- 
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m^^qus (jlisptttaats, who wUl never foUolr 
tMr nqci^plipr q step J^rthfiT. thw it gpes 
their own way. I will e^lun^ A poor 
fellow, like myself, weary with ransack- 
ii^ his own, barren and bounded ini(^^4- 
lipni kx^-out for some gener^'Sut^ect 
inthehugeandbo^ndl^ftfieHpfhiativyt 
wfai^h holds fi»-t^ examples, (^eveiiy kind 
— 7ljgfa1;$ o^ some pers^toage, or 9ovae com^ 
binaUqn of circmzutances, or Bonje tiaiu 
kingtraitofoianDa^ which be tbinkamay^ 
be adyantageondy used as Uie;faa8i8 <^ a 
fiotiUouft narrative — ^bedizens it with sudi 
colouring as his skill suggests— ^mamsits 
it with such romantte ckcumstancea as 
may hdghten the general effect— investsit 
witii such shades of character, as will best 
contrast with each other — and thinks, peN 
haps, he has done some service to ttie pub- 
lic^ if he can present to them a lively ficti- 
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tious picture, for which the original ane<v- 
dote or circumstance, which he made free 
to press into his service, only fumisbed a 
slight sketch. Now I cannot penxiTe the 
aiightest harm in this. The stores of his- 
.tory are accessible to every one; and are 
no more exhausted or impoverished by 
the hints thus borrowed from them, than 
tfaefountain is drained by the water whidi 
we subtract for domestic purposes. And 
in reply to the sober charge of falsehood, 
against a narrative announced positively 
to be fictitious, one can only reply, by 
Frier's exclamation, 

" Odxookt, njust one ■wear to tbe trath of a loiig 7" 

Dritudtut. Nay; butlfearmethatyou 
are here eluding the charge. Men do not 
seriously accuse you of misrepresenting 
history ; although I assure you I have seen * 
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some grave treatises, in wbidi it was 
thought necessary to contradict your a»- 
sertions. 

Author. That certainly was to point a 
discharge of artillery against a wreath of 
morning mist 

DriasdiMt But besides, and especially, 
it is said that you are in danger of causing 
history to be neglected — readers being 
contented with such frothy and superficial 
Ichowledge, as th^ acquire fiom your 
works, to the efifect of inducing them to 
neglect the severer and more accurate 
sources of information. 

Author. I deny the consequence. On 
the contrary, I rather hope that I have 
turned the attention of the public on va- 
rious points, which have received elucida- 
tion &om writers of more learning and re- 
search, in consequence of my novels ha- 
ving attached some interest to them. I 
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might ^ve instances, b|it I bate Tankjr-- 
Ihatevanity. The history of the divining 
rod is well known — it is a slight yaUielew 
twig in itself, but indicates, by its motion, 
yrheze veins of precious .met^l ate ccaioeaU 
ed below the earth, which afterwards .en- 
rich the advHiturers b)r whom they are la- 
boriously and Cfurefully wrought. I claiiA 
no more merit fot my historicaliunta; but 
this is something. 

Driasdmst. We severe anUquaries, sir, 
may grant thatthii is titie ; to wit, that 
your works m^ occasionally have put 
men of solid judgment upon researdies 
whichthjey would not perhaps have other- 
wise thought of undertaking. But tins 
will leaye you «tiU accountaUe .f6r rais* 
leading the young, the indolentj and the 
giddy, by tiurusting into their hmfb 
work^ whiciii while they have so-nmeh 
the appeannee of conveying infwmaticn. 
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u mBjr prove p^hapi a salve to then nm- 
scienees fen* anploying their leisure in the 
poiisal, yet leave their giddy brains con- 
tented with the crude, uncertain, and <^q 
falsestatements, which yournovelsabound 
with. 

Aatkor. It would be very unbecoming 
in m^ r^erend sir, to accuse a gentleman 
of 3iour doth of cant ; but [Huy is there 
not something like it in ibe pathos with 
which you enforce these diangers ? I aver, 
<ai the.contrary, that by introducing the 
busy and the youthful to " truths severe 
in fiury fiction dressed," I am doing a real 
service to the nacwe ingenious and the 
more apt among th^m ; for the love of 
knowledge wants but a beginning-r>the 
least spark will I give ^re when the trun 
is properly prepared ; itnd having been 
inteEested in fictitious adventures, ascri- 
bed to a historical period and characters, 
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the reader begins next to be anxious to 
learn what the facts really were, and hoV 
far the novelist has justly' represented 
them. 

But even where the mind of the more 
careless reader remains satisfied with the 
light perusal he has afforded to a tale of 
fiction, he will still lay down the book 
with a degree of knowledge, not perhaps 
of the most accurate kind, but such as he 
might not otherwise have acquired. Nor 
is this limited to minds of a low and in- 
curious description ; but, on the contrary, 
comprehends many persons otherwise of 
high talents, who, nevertheless, eidier 
from lack of time, or of perseverance, are 
willing to sit down contented with the 
slight information which is acquired in 
such a manner. The great Duke of Marl-

And a hasty recollection 
will convince any of us how much better 
we are acquainted with those parts of 
English history which that immoral bard 
has dramatized, th^n with any other por- 
tion of British story. 

Driasdust. And you, worthy sir, are 
ambitious to render a similar service to 
posterity ? 

Author. May the saints forefend I 
should be guilty of such unfounded va- 
nity ! I only show what has been done 
when there were giants in the land. We 
pigmies of the pres^it day, may at least, 
however, do something ; and it is well to 
have a pattern before our eyes, though 
that pattern be inimitable. 
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' Driasdtttt. Weil> sir, with me you must 
liave your own course ; and for reascms 
wdl known to you, it is linpossiUe for me 
toreplytoyouinai^ment. Butldoubi 
if all you have sind will recondle the pub* 
Kc to the anachrcmisms of your present 
volumes. Here you have a Countess of 
Derby, fetched out of her cdd gtave, and 
saddled with a set .of adventures dated 
twenty years after her death. 

Au^tor. She may sue me for damages, 
as in "the case Ifido terMS Virgil. 

Driasdust. A worse fault is, that your 
banners are even more incorrect tiian 
usual Your Puritan is funtly traced, in 
comparison to your Cam^onian. 

Author. I agree to the charge ; but al- 
though I still consider hypocrisy and en- 
thusiasm as fit food for ridicule and satire, 
yet I am senuble of liie difficulty of hold- 
ing fanatidsm up to laughter or abhor- 
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xenoe, without using colouring whidi mtcy 
give ofience to the sincerely worthy and 
religious. Many things are lawful which 
we are taught are not convenient ; and 
there are many tcnes of feeling which are 
too reqtept^le to be insulted, though we 
dovot altogether sympathize witii them. 

Uruuduet. Not to moitaon, my worthy 
sir, that perhaps you may think ibe sub- 
ject exhausted. 

Author. The devil take the men of this 
gen^ation for putting the worst construc- 
tion on their neighbour's conduct ! 

So saying, and flin^dg a testy sort of 
adieu towards me with his hand, he open- 
ed the door, and ran hastily down stairs. 
I started on my feet, and rang for my 
servant, who instantly came. I demand- 
ed what had become of the stranger— he 
denied that uiy siidi had been admitted 
— I pointed to the empty decanters, and 
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he — he — be had the assurance to intimate 
that such vacancies were sometimes made 
when I had no better cranpany than my 
own. I do not know what to m&ke of 
this doubtful matter, but will certainly 
imitate your example, in placing this dia- 
logue;, wiUi my present letter, at the head 
of Peteril op the Peak.

ing over the mouth of the Devil's Cavern, so veil 
known to tourists, gives the name of Caatlettm to 
the sdjacat villa^;' 

From this feudal Baron, who chose Us nest 
upon the {Hinci{des on whieh ao eagle selects her 
eyiy, and built it in such a fashion as if he had 
intmded it, as an Irishman said of the Martetlo 
towers, for the sole purpose of puzzling poste- 
rity, there was, or conceived themselves to be, 
descended (for thdr pedigree was rather hypo> 
thetical) ah <^ulent ftmaily of' knightly rank, in 
the mAe eodnty of Derby. The great 6ef of 
CastlAon^ 'irith its adjacent' wastes and foireats; 
and all the WDOders wfaicfa they ccmtain. Had been 
forfntcd in King John> stortoy dtysy by one 
Williafai' Peveril, and'had been 'granted 'anew to 
the Lord Ferrers of that day. YcttUsWiUian'B 
desMndonts, though no loflger 'posKSsM of what 
they all^^ed to be their original pn^pimy, weK 
long distiligutshed by the proud title of Feverils 
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of the Peak, whidi sorVed to mark tlieir high d». 
ac«nt, and iofiy preteauoiu. 
, In Cbaeles the 5ecoitd''& time, tbe rapreaentft< 
tin of thia ancient fiuotty waa Sir Gecffiey Pe- 
veril, a man who bad many of the ordloary aU 
tributes of an old-faahioofd oouDtr; gentlemkn^ 
and very fev individual traita to distingujah faint 
&om the gAw^ portrait of that worthy elass of 
mankbd. He was ptoud of smaJl advantages, 
angry at siDalldisBp{ioitUmente,UKapahIe of fomh 
tng any rewluUoo or c^iinioQ sl»tracted from his 
own prejudicea— ite was'prbud of hial»cth, Isviahi 
in hit bouBekflejnng, convivial with bis kindred 
and aoqiudntanees, who wbttld allow'bia superia.' 
lity in rank — oont^^ioiis and qtianrelSQme witb 
sU that ceoased his pretdtuiooft— J£Uid to the poor^ 
exceptlwhen theyfJuodeEcdbiagame^— aroyaUafc 
in his political opiniqos, and one who deteated 
alike a Boundhead, a ptMcher, and a Fiesbyte- 
rian.' In rdigion Sir Geoffrey was a high cbii»^-> 
man, of flo eKahad a strain that many thought he 
3tiU nouri^ed id private the Roman Catbdic t6>- 
nets, whicli his family had only renouoced in his 
father's time, and that be had a dispensatun for. 
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ooBfoniiit^ in outward obaervkacea to ibe Pro-- 
testant fiuth. There ms at Inst such a. xmaSat 
anKngit the PuiitanB, md the ii^aence which 
Sr Geoffrey Pereril certiinty Appeured to poBKsri 
aUoDgst the Catholic gentlemen of HabyAJn 
and Cheshire^ seemed to gire coonteDance to tliel 
ramonr.

In- the beginning of the year 1668^ Major 
BridgenorthwaschildlcBB; ere it ended, he had a 
daughter^ indeed, but her birth was pwchaMd by 
the death of an afiectionate wife, whose coDstitu- 
tion had been e:(hausted by maternal griaf, and by 
the anxious and harrowing reflectioD, that firom 
her the children they had lost derived tbatddicacy 
of health, which proved unable to undergo the tear 
and wear of existence. The same voice wbieh-told 
Bridgenorth that be was father of a living cMld, 
(it was the fntndly voice of Lady Pevenl,) cou^ - 
municated tohim the melancholy intelligence that 
be wasnolongerahut^and. The feelings of Ma>> 
jor Bridgenorth were strong Mid deep, rather than 
hasty and vehement ; and his grief assumed the 
form o! a sullen stupor, from which neither tiut 
■friendly remonstiancea of Sir Geoffrey, who did

bale Ttnce of the buntsmaiMoldier with its ^usual 
greeting. 

'■ By degrees, the conmumication became jubs* 
thing more protracted, as Mi^ot Bridgenortfe's 
grief, like all human fedings, lost its overwhelm, 
ing violence, and permitted him to attend, in scnne 
degree, to what passed around him, to dischatga 
various duties which preassd themselves/ and to

good neighbours dtould. See, there, read^— read 
— 4'ead — and theo boot and saddle in an instant 

' Hey for cavaliers — ho fbr csralien. 
Pray for cavalien, 

Dub-B-dub, dnb-o-^b. 

Have at old Beelzabub, 
Oliver shakes in bis bin.' " 

Aftor thundering forth this ele^nt effuntn 
of loyal enthusiasm, the sturdy cavalierV heart 
became too fulL He threw himself in a seat, and 
excluming, " Did ever I think to live to see this 
happy day T he wept, to his own surprise, as 
muoh as to that of Bridgenorth. 

Upon considering the crine in which the coun- 
try was pdaeed, it iq)peared to Major Bridge*

As it was now settled tiiat' the gilerts wett to 
form two different parties, it became not only s 
sul^ect of dispute betfrixt- tttemsdres, which 
should be first admitted within ^e Castle itf Mari 
tindale, but matter of -serious spprdienncm to 
Lady Peveril and M^or- Bridgenorth, lest, if 
they were to opta^xu^ by iitt ^nrae avenue and 
«itrsnce, a quarrel nught take {dace betwixt 
tliem, and proceed to extremitie^- even before 
they reached the place of entertaiunent Tbe 
lady beBeved fihe had discovered an admtraUe 
expedient fin- preventing the possiHHty of such 
interference, by dirediag that the Cavaliers 
should be adnutted fay the principal entrance; 
wfaile tbe Soundheads should enter Ae Castle 
throagh a great breach which had been made iii 
the course of tbe taege, and across which 'ther^ 
had beei wnce made a sort of by&path to drive 
tbe catde down to tfaeir pasture in the wood. By 
this cotttrivaDce the Lady Peveril inrogined she 
had altogether avtnded the various ri^s which 
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might occur from two such parties enoouatmng 
each other, sod duputing for {K«ced«Dce. Sereral 
other drcumstances of less importance vav ad- 
justed at the time time, and apparently so much 
to the MtisfacdoD of the Presb^tenan teacber4 
that, in a long lecture oo the Bubject of the Mar- 
liage Gannent, be was at the ptins to exjdoin to 
bu bfluran, that outward aj^iarel was not alone 
toeuit hj that scripturtd expresuon, but also s 
suitable frame; i>£ mind f<H- ei^oyment of peaceful 
lotivitj; and therefore be e^diorted the brethren, 
that whalerer xtuf^t be the errors of the poor 
blinded raaliguots, with whom thej were in seme 
sort to eat and drink upon the morrow, thej^ 
ought not on this occasion to shew any eril will 
against them, lest they should therein becune 
troublers of the peace of Israel. 
, Honest Doctor Dummerar, the ejected Efusoo- 
pal Vicar of Moxtindale cum Moultrassie, preachr 
ed to .the (Cavaliers on tbesame nibjaqt. |i« 
had served the cure before the breaking out of 
the Rebellion, and was in Ingh favour with Sir 
Geo&ey, not merely on account of his sound or- 
thodoxy and deep learning, but his exquisite riuU 
in playing at bowls, and bis facetious conv«*sa< 
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Hah over a pipe and tankard of Octobw. Vot 
these Utter accomplishments, the Doctor bad the 
lumour to be recorded by old Century White 
KmongBt the roll of lewd, incompetent, profligate 
clergymen of the Church of England, whom he 
dcztoimeed to God and man, on account chiefly of 
Ae heinous aa of jriaying at games of skill and 
chance, and of jcsning in the social meetings of 
th^ pamhionen. When the King's party be- 
gwi to lose ground, Doctor Diimmerar left hii 
vicarage, andfbetakingMmBelfto the camp, shew, 
ed qpoQ seTeral occoaons, who) acting as chap-' 
lain to Sir Geofirey Peveril's regimeitt, that his 
partly bodily presence included A rtout and ma»> 
ealin6 heart. When all was lost, and he himself, 
with most other loyal divines, wAs depnved ttf 
hoM living, he made such shift as he could; now 
larking in the garrets of olcl fhends in the Um-' 
vRiity, vhd shwed withhud, and sacb as* him. 
Hit slender means of livelihood which the evit 
tuMB bad left them ; and now l)4iig hid in tb» 
houses of the oppressed and sequestrated gentry, 
who respected at cHioe hm character and suffer- 
ings. When the Restoration took i^ace, DochH* 
VOL, I. e 
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Diiminerar emei^ged from •ome one of faia hiding- 
places, and hied him to Martindale Castle,' to co- 
enjoy tfie triumph iiuepar(d}le from; tbU happy 
change. 

His appearance at the Castle in his full cloieat 
dress, and. the wann reception which he recaved 
hom the ndghbouring gentry; added not a litt)^ 
to the alarm which was gradually exteudii^ it> 
ulf through the party which were so lately tbq 
uppenaost. It is true Doctor Dumnerar framed, 
(honest, w<N^y man,) DO extravagant views f4 
elevation or preferment ; but the probability of 
his betl^ replaced in the Hving, from wluoh htf 
had hbea expelled under very 6imsy jneteoce^ 
infcfred: a sevwe blow to the Presbyterian diving 
who could not be considered otherwiae than aa 
an intruder. The into^st of the two preaohorSi 
tberefwe. As well as the s«itim«its of Uwir flocks, 
wefe at direct vaiiance ; and here was anothft iV 
tal objection in the way of Lady Peveril^ scheme 
irf a g^cnd aod con prdiensive hevlBBg ordinance.' 

Nevertheless, as we have already histedt 'Doc-' 
tor Dummerar behaved as handsDiDely upMi,the 
occasion as the Pretbyteriim incumbient .had 
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doim. £t;i8lh»«tbitinasennoBwbtehbep^a«(ib. 
«d ID the CteUe bsU to Beveral of tbe ^oat dish 
tingwdieii cavalier families, be^des a wdrld of 
.bo^s from the village, who vent'to see the novel 
ciccutnstaDce ot- a parson in a cassock and aur- 
plicej he wehtatgreat length into! the foulness 
«f the varidusoin^ctnnDiitted b^ the rebellitius 
fiartyduru^ the late «vjl titnes, aod greatly tnag- 
^uified the Dlerraful and peaceful nature of (heiw- 
Bourable Lady ot the MaiOT, who condescended 
:to look (IpoD* or rective iotb her house ra the! way 
of friendship Bod bosjntahty, men hoMing tie 
principles .vbi^ had ted to themufthn'of the 
King — UietUybg aod despoilii^ his loyal aub- 
jedtfr^-end the [Junderiog and breaklag.downof 
-theChutch^of Gdd. But then he wiped.all this 
handsomely up again, with the observation, that 
.unce it was the nill of their gracious and newly 
restored Sovereign, and the pjeaeure of the woe- 
. ahififul'Lady Peveii], that this c<»tiima«ous and 
■rebellioiisraoe should be, focatime, foibomeb^ 
their fiu^ful subjects, it vould.be highly pro- 
'per that sU fhe loyal li^e>nien should,, for the 
■ presMit, eschew. suljecti of-dlaaeDaoo or quar< 
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relwitli these MMWiof Sbinus^ irtncfa lesson of 
patience he eiif<nt»d by tfaeetmfbrtaUeuBunuieQ 
|hat they could not Itmg abstain from tbcir oTA 
rebellioUB practices ; in which esse, the n^aUets 
Vonld stand exculpated before God and man> iq 
fStirpaUng them &om the face of the«artli. 

The dose pbsenrers of the remarkable passagea 
ot the times from which we draw the events oi 
pur histpry, have left it upon record, that these 
(wo several eeimoHB, much ccntr&ry, doubtless 
to the intention of the wothy dirineg by wIhmd 
tliey wwe d^vflTOd> bad a greater efiect in exaa- 
peratii^, than in oompoung the dispntes hetmii^ 
the two facdons. Under nid) evil aaspteiy and 
with corresponding forebodings on the i^d of 
Lady Feveiil, the day of festirity at Icngdi ar- 
rived. 

By different routes, and ibrming each a sort 
pf procesnon, as if the adherents of each par^ 
were decrous of exhibitii^ its strength and num. 
bers, the two different factions approached Mar- 
tindale CasUe ; and so different did th^ seem in 
dress, a^>ect, ai^ manners, that it scoOicd as if 
the revdlCTsofa kiidal par^, and the aad attend- 
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lUits uprai a fun»^ solemnity, were moving to- 
irards the s^me point from different quarters. 

The Puritanical party was by far the fewer in 
numbers, for which two excellent reasons might 
be g^reiik In tlie first place, they had enjoyed 
power for several years, and^ of course, became 
unpopular among the common people, never at 
any Ume attached to those, who, being in the Im- 
mediate possession of authori^, are often obliged 
to employ it in controlling their humours. Be- 
ndes, the country people of £D^and had, and. 
still have, an animated attachment to field sports, 
and a natural uarestrained joviality of disposi- 
tion, which rendered them impatient under the 
■evere discijJine of the fanatical preachers ; and , 
wore not less naturally discontented with the mi- 
litary despotism of Cromweirs Major-Generals. 
Secondly, the people were fickle as usual, and 
the return of the King had novelty in it, and was 
therefore popular. The ode of the Puritans was 
slso deserted at this period by a numerous class 
of more thinking and prudential persons, who 
never forsook them till they became unfortunate. 
These sagacious personages were called in that 
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age the Waiters upon Providence, andtleeined it 
a ingYi delinquency towards heaven if they aP. 
forded countenance to any cause longer Uiati it 
was favoured by fortune. - 

But, though thus forsaken by the fickle land 
the selfish, a solemn entbu^asm, a stern and 
determined depth of principle, a confrdence in 
the sincerity of th^ own motives, and-the man-i 
)y Bn^sh pride which inclined tbem to <^ng 
to their former opnions, Eke the traveller in 
the fable to his cloak, the more strongly that 
the tempest blew around them, detained in the 
ranks of the Puritans many, who, if no longer 
formidable from numbers, were still so from' their 
character. They condstedchiefiy of the middling' 
gentry, with others whom industry or successful 
speculations in commerce or in mining had rused 
into eminence— the persons who feel most um- 
brage from the overshadowing aristocracy, anct 
are usually the most vehement in defence of what 
they hold to be their rights. Their dress was in- 
general studiously mnple and unostentatious, or 
Only remarkable by the contradictory afiectatbn 
of extreme simplicity or carelescness. Thedsrk 
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colotir of their cloaks, vaiyiag from abtolate 
blftck to what was called sod-ccdoUTed,— 4tMW 
steeple-crowned hats, with tbcor broad shadowy 
briios,— ^tbeir long swords, siupeuded by a utn- 
pte strap around the loins, without shoulder- 
bell, sword-knot, plate, buckles, or any of the 
other decwatioDs with which Ae Cavaliera loved 
to adorn ifaeir trusty rapiers, — the diortness of 
th«r hur, which made theirears appear of dispro- 
pbrtioned oKe, — abbveall, the stem and gloomy 
gravity of their looks, announced their belonguig 
to that class of enthusiasts, who, resolute and ui>- 
^smayed, had cast down the former fabric (^ go> 
Temment, and who now r^arded with somewhat 
more than suspicion, that which had been so unex- 
pectedly substituted in its stead. There was gloom 
in their countenances, but it wasnot that of de> 
jection, far' less of despair. They looked like to- 
terans after a defeat, which may have checked 
dieir career and wounded their pride, 'but ha* 
1^ their courage- undiininitlKd. 

The melancholy, now become habitut^, which 
OToeast Major Bridgenorth*s cbuDtesance^ wdl 
qualified him to act as the chief- of the group whv 
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BOW advoneed from the Tillage. When tln^ 

Moched the pmnt by which they were first ta tutn 
•ade into the woods which surroiuided the Castle* 
tbey felt tt momeDtary impresEioD of degradalioiiy 
a» if they yf&e yielding the high road to their old 
and oft-defeated enemiea the CavalierB. When 
they began to asceod the winding path, which had 
been the d^ly passage of the cattle, tbeopeniag 
of the wooded glade gave them a view of the 
caatlerditcb, half choked with the rubbish of thf 
breach, and of the breach itself, which was iQitde 
at the aogle of a large square flanking-tawer, ooe 
half of whicb had bees battered into rulne, while 
the other fragment remwied in a state strangely 
scattered uid precarious, and aeented to be tott 
tering aboYe the huge aperture iu the wall. A 
stem sbll smile was esdianged amtnig the Puiit 
tans, as the »ght reminded them of the victtirie* 
offtKmerdays. Holdfast Cli^;, a p^Uirri^t of 
D^by, who:bad been himself active titko »is6, 
pointed to the brescb. and mA, with a.griln Wlib 
tftMrSoUgraoe, "I little thought, thfltwben.my 
Own )iv4be]pfld tolsrel the canpon vMch OUiwr 
^inted against yon tgwir, vc ohaiUd.baYti.lwHi 
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obliged to dimb like foxes up tbe t^ walls 
which we wi» hj our bow and by our spev. 
Methooght these malignants had then coough d 
shutting their gates and making high their horn 
against us." 

** Be patient, my brother," said Solsgraoe ; 
'* be patient, and let not thy soul be disquieted. 
We enter not this high place dishonourably, see- 
ing we ascend by the gate which the Lord opeiw 
ed to the godly.^ 

The words of the pastor were like a apvk to 
gnnpoifder. The countenances of the mournful 
retinue suddenly expanded, and, accepting what 
had fallen froin turn ag m omen and a light from 
heaven how tbijy were to interpret their present 
^nation, they uplifted, ifith one conseiM, one oi 
the tpupiphant songs .in which the Israelite's e^er 
brated th^ victorieft which had been vouebsafed 
to them over the heathm iahatntants of the Fro- 
pi^B^d Laad.r^

These sounds of devotional triumpb reacJied 
the joydus band of the Cavaliers, who, decked in 
whatever pomp th«r repeated misfortunes and 
Impoveriohme^ had left them, were moving to- 
Marda the aame-jHUQt, though bya^ifiereat road, 
iuid woe fiffin^-fbe piindpal avenue to the Cas- 
tle, with tiptoe mirth and revelry. The two par- 
ties were scrougly ccmtriisted ; for> dariMg that pe- 
riod <^ civil disscnuon, the manoMsof the di^ 
rent factions dtsdnguished them as coH^^telyas 
separate umforms might have done. If the Pu. 
litan wasaffectedly plaid in his dress, and ridi- 
culously precise 'in his. maoqers, the Cavalier 
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ofleD carried his love of ornament, tato tawdry 
finery, and his 'contempt of hypocrisy into H- 
cenuous profligacy. Gay gaUant fellows, young 
and old, thronged together towards the anient 
Castle, vith gaieral and joyoas mamfestatioii of 
those-spitits, which, as they had been buoyant 
enough to support th«r owaerB during.tbe worst 
of times, as they termed Oliver's usaipation, 
were now so inflated as to transport them nearly 
beyond the reach of sober reason. Feathers w»- 
vei, lace glittered, spearg jingled, steeds caraco- 
led ; and here and there a petronel, or pstol, was 
£red off by some who found hiB own natural ta- 
lents for making a noise inadequate to the dig- 
nity of the occasion. Boys, — for, as we said be- 
fote, the -rabble were with the uppermost party, 
asusaal, — h^lowed and who(q)ed, " DownwiA 
the Rump," and *'Ke upon Ohver!" Muucalia^ 
Btruments, of as many different fashions as wa« 
then in use, played all at once, and without any 
regard to each others tune ; and the glee q( the 
occauon, wtule it reconriled the pride-df the high- 
born of the party to fraternize with the geasnil 
'route, derived an additional zest from the cod- 
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■U9UE triumph, ihat tbeir exultation was beaid by 
tfaeir neighbours, the crest-fallen BoUndhcadB. 

When the loud and sonofous swell of the 
psolm-tune, multiplied by all the echoes of the 
cliff's and ruinous balls, came full upon their 
far, as if to warn them bow little the; were to 
Rc)u>n upcHi the dept«asion of tb^ adversaries, 
^ tirst it was answered with a tccH-nful laugh, 
niaed to m much hoght as the aethers* lungs 
VQuld permit, in order that it might carry to the 
pwilmodists the contempt of tbeir auditws ; but 
this Tas A ftvced exertion of party spleen. There 
is something in melancholy feelings more natural 
to sn imperfect and suflering state than in those 
of gaiety> and when they are brought into colli- 
UQp, the ftHrmer seldom fail to triumph. If a fu- 
OeilftUtr^n Rod weddiqg-^irocesuon were to meet 
nuexpectedly, it will readily be allowed that the 
I9irth of the last would be speedily merged in di« 
^^ni of the others. But the Camliers, mor^ 
^Tpr, had ^mpatlues of a diflWept kind. The 
paa^-tune, wl; ich qow came rolbng oa their ear, 
h«d been heard too often, and upcm too many 
QF^uiB bad prefwdfd TJctory gun^ over the 
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malignftDts, to permit them, even in tltar tri- 
umph, to hear it without emotion. Tbete was a 
sort of pause, pf 'which the party themselvea 
seemed rather ashamed, until the uleoce was 
broken by the stout old knight, Sir Jasper Cran- 
boiirae, whose gallantry was bo universaUy ae~ 
knowledged, th^t he could afford, if wepiayuse 
such an expression, to confess emotions, which 
men, whose courage was in atiy respect liable to 
suspicion, would have thought it itnpnideat ti 
acknowledge. 

" Adad,'" stud the old knigbt, " m&y I never 
taate claret again, if that is not the very bine 
with which the prick-eared viUtuns began their 
onset at WiggaO'lane, vhete tbey trowled ul 
down like so many skittle nintj-pinst Ftnth, 
naghbours, to say truth, and shame' the devil^ \ 
did not Uke the sotind of iLabove half." 

" If I tbo«)gbt iht touifdheaded rogues dtd it 
in scorn of oa," said Dick Wildblood of the Dali^ 
f* I would cudgel Uieir psalmody out of tbor 
peasantly throats with this very trusqhetm;" a 
motjdn whidi, beii^ seconded by old R^^^ 
mine, the druokea tapster of the Fever^-uips

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in tbe village, migfat hare lHt>ugbt on a gaienl 
battle, but that Sir Jasper fort»de the ftud. 

" We'll have no ranting, Dtck," said the <dd 
Knight to the young Frankfin ; " adad, nuui, 
we'll have none, for three reasons ; first, became 
it would be ungentle to Lady Peveril ; then, be- 
cause it is against the King'i peace ; and, lastly, 
Dick, because if we did set on the psolm-Hngii^ 
knaves, thou migfatest come by the worst, my 
boy, as bas chanced to thee before."

And this sort of raUyitig on the paiit 
of t])e koigbt having fortuuHtely' abated the i^

tesr. Q£Fence was removed, by the suddeo ceanaj^

The sight of its 
gap^tg heaps of ruhlHsfa> and disjointed masan 
ot. building, up which slowly winded a narroir 
and steep path, such as is made amongst, arioient 
ruins by the rare passage of those who ocoasioa' 
i^y, visit them, was calouUtedj when contrasted 
wiUi ' the :gney and Bolid masfiivteew of the tow^a 
«nd . curtains which yetstood uninjuced, to wi- 
miod them of thedr victwy ovd* the stronghold 
of th^ enemies, and hoVv th^y had .bound nobles 
atod piinces with fetto^ of iicra. 

But feelings more suitable to the purjioBe of 
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Hbmr ridt to Mutindal* Cutle, were awidwned 
m the bosoms even of these stem nctariea, vh^ 
die liody of tbe Castle, still is the verj prime c^ 
beauty and trf ifomanhood, appeared at tbe tap 
of the breach mth her prindpal female atteod- 
aoti), to rec^ve her guests with the htnioar mtd. 
cburtesy faecocaing her invitatitm. She had laid 
aude the black dress vhit^had be«i her H^attiia 
tot sercs^ jean, and was armyed with a spleo.

Utj. Jeweb, ittdeed, she had lUHie ; Iwt her lopg 
«ad dwk hair was samtounted with a ebaplet 
made of oek-Ieares, intcrspened with hHes ; Ac 
tanaei beuig the embkm of tbe l$aig*s preBUTa* 
tioa inthe Royal Oak, and the latter, of h» hiq)|l^ 
Bestoratim. What rendered bar preaeaca still 
more ioterestittg to diese who looked on her, yim 
tbe presence of the two children whom she held

The Btrictness of his cast and 
manners permitted lum not to sink on bis knee, 
and kiss the hapd which held his little orphan ; 
but the deepness of fais ob^sance — the faulter> 
ii^ txemor of lua voice— «nd the gliatening of 
his ^e, shewed a grateful rea{«ct for the Udy 
iriiaBi he addniaed-^e^ier and more reverett- 
tial than could hare been ex^uaed even by PeX' 
lira prostration. Afewcoufteousaadmildwords, 
exprwwve of the fdmsure ^e finind in ooee nkWe 
seeing ber neigbbmin as her friende— a few kind

MHong ber guests, conceraiDg thear faniliss and 
ooaneetiaos, oompleiad her triun^ifa over ai^ry 
diou^ds and dangerons reooUectioia, aod dts- 
fHWcd men's boacaas to aympathim with tbe fiu». 
-poaee of the necdng. 

£ven Sulsgracc himself, idthsugh imagimig 
bimadf bound by his aShx aid duty ta watch 
oTO'andaountcract tbe wiles of the" Amalekitiih 
wonao," ^d not escape the synpAllwbc bfecticn ; 
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bong so much struck with the marks of peace 
and good will exfailnted by Lady Fereiil, that 
he immediately raised the psalm, 

" O vbst ■ bappf thing it ii, 

And jojrfbl for t<t tea 
Bicthrea to dirtdl togetiiei in 

Fiiendahip and unit]'.'' 

Acceptiug this salutation as a mark of courtesy 
repaid, the Lady Feveril manhialled in person 
this piurty ot her guests to the apartment, where 
ample good cheer was provided for them ; and 
had evea the patience to remain while Master 
Nehemiah Solsgnice pronounced a. benediction of 
pMlentotis length, as an introduction to tlie ban- 
quet. Her presence was in scnne measure a re- 
Btnunt on the worthy divine, whose prolusion 
lasted the longer, and was the mote intricate and 
embartassed, that he felt himself debarred from 
-rounding it off by his usual alliterative petition 
for deliverance from Popery, Prelacy, and Pe- 
veril of the Peak, which had become so habitual 
!to him, that after various attempts to conclude 
iwith some otho: form of words, he found himself 
at last! tiUiged to pronounce the first words of hie 
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uNial^y&rtnu/a aloud, and mutt«T tha rest in such 
a mknDer as not to be intelligible even by tbose 
who stood nearest to him. - - 

The minister's lolence was followed by all the 
Tarious sounds which announce the onset of a 
hungry oomptuiy on a well-furnished table ; and 
at the same time gave the lady an oj^rtunity to 
leave the apartment, and look to the accommoda- ' 
tion (^ her other company. She felt, indeed, that 
it was high Ume to do so ; and that the royalist 
guests might be disposed to misapprehend, or 
even to resent, the prior attendoos which she had 
thought it prudent to offer to the Puritans. 

These apprehennons were not altogether ill- 
founded. It was iu vain that the steward had 
displayed the royal stabdard, with its proud 
motto of T^andem Triumphans, on one of the 
great towers whic^ Sanked the main entrance 
of the Castle ; while, from the other, floated 
the banner of Peveril of the Peatc, under which 
many of those who now approached had fought 
duringaUthevidssitudes t^avil war. It was in 
vain he repeated his clamorous — Welcome, noble 
CavaUers! welcome,generouBgentlemen!

Pew tneidenta coaM have givoi more delight' 
to Sir GeoSkiy.

Cavafien. But he retnetabered, with mbst-t^'

mounted a pu](»t without warrant froAi die'

ineaiure wu uodeHload to be imjwnding, mA 
ihste eiiited a geaenl opinioa aaioog Oti Fres- 
bytonnu, that m a» hands was it likdj to be 
nure sbictlj enfiwoed, than in Umm of Feveiil 
ef the Fak. So^igiaee liimielf ocmHdaed not 
ttnly his pvsonal danger aBbeiDgcomadetaUe,^*- 
tor, aMoiiiiag pghflpe more conNqtieiwt than 
WM aotuaU; attached to fako or his prodttctina, 
he oooceived tbe hoaeBt Kaight M> be his amttal 
and detennined enemy, — but be also coaociTad 
that he should scrre the cause of his ohuich by 
dbaeating bistiaetf from Derbyshire.

These 
had been eanfully destroyed, and pots of iovesv 
vere jdaced ia the nicfaeB ia their stead, beodes 
iiwa behig cmameDted by creeping plants of vo- 
rioas loads, fapdfully twined ground them. The 
gardm was also ia good order ; ai^ though the 
spot was ^t^mely scJitary, there was ^xiut.it 
att^sther an air of oomfoit, aecon^udatiDDj 
and even eleganoe, by no means generally dharac 
temtio of Ae h^ta^cns of the island iat duA 
time. 

With much drcu^speetJMi, Julini Pe^sil ap> 
pioached tiie low Gothic pordi, aduch de&nded 
the entrance of the mapsibn Rxxn the tempests in* 
odmt to its etuatioii,aiidwa8,hkethe buttt'esBea, 
dverrun with ivy and o^er crsefring plants. An
